The 
Seventh 
Regiment 
United 
States Infantry, 
now 
at 
El Paso, 
Texas, has been ordered to move at 
once to this place and will break camp 
in a few days. It is expected 
that 
they will arrive here the latter part 
of next week. 


The orders already issued provide 
for the trip being made by rail and 
the 
arrangem ents 
completed 
bring 
them into G ettysburg over the W est­ 
e rn Maryland. Three trains will be' re­ 
quired to carry the men, baggage and 
camp equipage, and the entire num ­ 
ber in the command will reach 1200. 


This is the first definite news re­ 
ceived here as to the opening of the 
camp. When Gettysburg was first se­ 
lected 
it was stated in the columns 
of The Times that the camp would be 
opened in a week or ten 
days and 
this 
prediction 
is (evidently to be­ 
horn* out. The Fourth Regiment, if 
it doc- n<A already have its order , 
will get them shortly to move here 
Rnd a fte r its arrival between 2400 and 
2500 men will be encamped here. 


As boon as the Gettysburg camp 
is established, volunteer* for the in­ 
fantry arm of the service will be sent 
here to help make up the two new 
regiments to be formed and they will 
be put under a thorough 
course 
of 
training as rapidly as possible. 
G ettysburg knows 
but 
little now 
about the camp other than the mere 
fact th a t it is assured, and th a t it is 
to be located some place on the bat­ 
tlefield. 
W hether 
or not 
this 
attitude of 
secrecy h to be maintained afte r the 
camp is in operation remains to be 
seen. Surely, many think, it will not 
he open to visitors the way the camps 
of other years have been. A war-time 
camp is a different proposition from 
one in the days of peace, 
and it 
is 
likely th a t very 
strict 
regulations 
will be in force about who shall, and 
who shall not, Im- w ithin the lines.
